Next Friday 

Will Send Out 
Statement 
To Association 

A CAMSI meeting chaired by Ro- 
bert W. Black, Med III, reccnUy 
elected national president of the 
Canadian Association of .Medical 
Students and Internes, will be held 
at Douglas Hall next Friday even- 
ing, to discuss the "Statement of 
Policy" proposed for 1945-48. Pres- 
ent at this meeting will be the five- 
member executive of CAMSI, the 
class executives of Med I, II, and 
III, as well as seven additional 
elected representatives from each 
of these classes. ^ 

This meeting will be preliminary 
to a full meeting of the Medical 
Undergraduate Society, at which 
CAMSI's president will seek Mc- 
GIll approval of the "Statement" 
At the same time, the completed 
outline of Policy will be forwarded 
to the eight other members of the 
Association: Laval, U. of Montreal, 
Dalhousle, Queen's Toronto, West- 
em, U. of Manltobs, and Alberta. 
The Medical Undergraduate So- 
cieties of those universities will 
consider the "Statement" at a meet- 
ing similar to the one planned here. 
Black will act as chairman both 
at the preliminary Friday-night 
meeting and at that of the M.U.S. 

The "Statement of Policy" was 
evolved by the national executive 
out of the proceedings of the Con- 
ference held in Winnipeg on Nov. 
2,. 3, 4 of this year. McGlU repre- 
sentatives at the conference were 
Bob Black, subsequently elected 
president for 1045-44, and Honor 
M. Kidd, Med III, Editor-in-Chief 
of the CAMSI Journal.

Hugh Mcbaiihen, 
Canadian Author, 
Speaks at RVC 

Writer's Function, 
Ability to Survive 
Is Core of Talk 



"The artist's job is to be him- 
self, and to try to find beauty in 
the reality around him," stated Dr. 
Hugh McLennan, author of the 
Canadian novel "Two Solitudes," 
at 'an open meeting of the Socio- 
logical Society last night 

The function of the writer and 
his chance of survival in this 
scientific world was the core of 
Dr. McLennan's informal talk. A 
discussion followed during which 
the author was questioned concern- 
ing the nature of socialism, beauty, 
the state of Canadian literature, 
how to write a novel, and niùner- 
ous other relevant . and irrelevant 
subjects. 

"The masses have slid away from 
the intellectuals, and have taken 
refuge in dreams of sex and vio' 
lence so -crude that opium ,wo.uld 
be a preferable drug, were It not 
for Us physiological effects," stated 
Dr. McLennan. "Man has pro 
gressed technically far ahead of 
his philosophical advance, and, un 
able to solve the problem, hands 
it to the social scientist, where 
hithertofore he left it with the 
priest or politician," he continued. 

"Whereas the novelist was for- 
merly considered an authority on 
human behaviour, .it is now con- 
tended," stated Dr. McLennan, "that 
the social scientist has usurped tne 
novelist's place in society, and that 
writers of all kinds are enemies of 
social sclehce. 

"However," continued Dr. Mc- 
Lennan, "I have never met an ar- 
tist and by artist I mean a painter 
or writer or musician, who thought 
his work rivalled that, of a social 
scientist. The arts and the sci- 
ences seem to me to be generically 
different • ' , 

"The more statistical a novel 
becomes, the worse it is," ne con- 
tinued. "If It attempts to include 
everything, it includes nothing. 
Every line in a good book should 
bear the stamp of the artist's per- 
sonality. Whereas science must at- 
tempt to eliminate all emotion, the 
novelist deals largely with the emo- 
Uons." 

"The aniwer Is," he concluded, 
"that man does not live by bread 
alone, or by knowledge, or by facts. 
His imagination needs food and he 
craves beauty." *

At Oxford

A maximum of fifteen' male Can- 
adian students will be awarded 
Rhodes Scholarships early in De- 
cember to the University of Ox- 
ford, England. Applications must 
be In by Nov. 30,"^94Sr ThTstf 
scholarships are of the annual val- 
ue of £400, and are granted for 
two years with the possibility of a 
third year. Scholars may go to Ox- 
ford In Octuber of 1846 and must 
go by January of 1947, there to 
follow courses of study of their 
own choice. 

Selection Is based on school and 
college records without written ex- 
amination and depends upon liter- 
ary and scholastic attainments; 
qualities of manhood, truth, cou- 
rage, devotion to duty, sympathy, 
kindliness, unselfishness and fel;- 
lowship; exhibition of moral force 
of character and of instincts to lead 
and to take an interest in one's 
fellows; physical vigour, as shown 
by fondness for and success in out- 



door sports. Some definite distinct 
ive quality in intellect, character, 
or personality, or any combination 
of these, is the most Important te^ 
quirement Financial need does iioi 
re'ceivc special consideration.' * '^^ 

Ten ordinary scholarships ar6 
open to cAndldates with less than 
one year'of war service at the time 
of application, who are unmarried, 
and who will have passed their 
nineteenth out not their twenty- 
fifth birthday and have completed 
two years at a Canadian Unlver 
sity by Oct 1, 1940, and are open 
to service candidates with at least 
one year of ndlltary or other ap' 
proved war service at the time of 
oppHcation, who were between the 
ages of 10 and 25 at any time bfr; 
tween the .period Oct; 1, 1030, to 
the time of application, when they 
must have completed at least one 
year's study at a Canadian Univer- 
sity. Marriage is not a disqualifica- 
tion for service candidates.

In the Union Ballroom 
today. His topic '.will be ' "Facts 
about the Japanese Canadian 
Question." ' 

At this meeting. Dr. Laviolette 
hai stated that he will attempt to 
set^jfoirth the principal facts rela- 
tive; to .this ■ question as briefly 
and ' Impartially as possible, and 
will then throw the meeting open 
for questions, since it is both his 
opinion and that of the sponsoring 
committee that a better iwder* 
standing of the whole situation can 
best lie reached byyihe aiidtence 
asking for specific information on 
points shout which a doubt exists. 

This, meeting is behig sponsored 
jointly by the Veterans Society, 
the Cosmopolitan Club, the British 
West Indian Society, the Chinese 
Students Association, the Hillel 
Foundation, the LVCF.,' the S.CM. 
and the Student Labor Club. Its 
object Is '' merely ' educational, the 
committee chairman has - empha- 
sized, and no ^attempt will be made 
at the meeting to take any kind of 
action.

Two armed gunmen, roving the 
downtown section of Montreal in 
the early hours of the morning on 
Saturday, November 1, chose as 
their victim S. Wendell Atchison 
Jr., a theology student returning 
to his residence on University 
Street at 3.10 a.m., from a dance at 
the Ersklne American Church. 
Atchison described how two dark 
figrcs emerged from the shadows 
of the deserted street and trailed 
him for half a block. 

Suddenly a gun was thrust In his 
back accompanied by the threaten- 
ing words "This Is a holdup, mis- 
ter." 

'Whirling rapidly about, Atchison 
noticed that the two thugs were 
drunken, rather rough looking 
men, both poorly dressed. One was 
clad In gray tweed, while the other 
had on- a shabby black coat Their 
faces were unmasked and neither 
wore any headgear. 

"You have the wrong person," 
said Atchison. Emptying his pock- 
ets be revealed two nickels, one 
quarter, and' an endorsed check. 
Enraged at the realization of the 
uselessness of the holdup, one of 
the gunmen grabbed him around the 
waist attempting to knock him .out 
while the other: thug covered- the 
student with his gtin. 

Atchison, acting quickly, swung 
loose, and hit the man holding the 
gun in the stomach with such force 
that he doubled up and fell sensC' 
less to the ground. 

"Then." said Atchison, "as the 
other, robber turned around, I half 
knocked, half pushed him on top 
of his comrade." 
. While both men lay prostrate on 
the ground, the student ran Into his 
residence. As the main door was 
locked, he was forced to enter by a 
side door, go in the kitchen, and 
pass ttux>ugh what he believes was 
Professor Scott's apartment 

The police were phoned but have 
found no trace of the gunmen as 
yet 

When asked, how he felt when 
the robbers suddenly poked a gun 
In his back, Atchison replied, "I 
wasn't scared. I was just madl" 



Soldiers Desire 
College Education 

Khaki University Men 
To Continue Studies 
On Return to Canada 



Leavesdon, Herts., England, Nov, 
13.— (Exchange)— In a^ survey con- 
ducted among the 596 students at 
Khekl University to seek informa- 
tion regarding the second, term 475 
students revealed their intention of 
continuing college on their return 
to Canada. The main Interests are 
in Engineering, Arts, Commerce, 
and Medicine. Some have express- 
ed a desire for Law, Forestry, Jour- 
nalism and Pharmacy, 

Fourteen subjects are being 
taught at present The most popu- 
lar ones. In order of preference arc 
Mathematics,' English, Chemistry, 
Physics, and History. 

The academic standing upon ad- 
mission was split almost evenly 
among Junior and Senior Matricu- 
lation, and 1st year University, with 
53 entering as upper classmen. 

The average ut of the Khaki 
Students is. 24, but the ages vary 
from 10 to 42. There are represen- 
tatives from every province in Can- 
ada, also the British West ^ndles, 
the United States, and Newfound- 
land. 

Of the 64 . faculty members, 13 
have their Ph.D.'s, 12 have MA.'s, 
and 10 have BA.'s. The degrees 
liave been obtained from 21 differ- 
■at unlvértltles and oçUegea.- 




First Revival 
Of Competition 
Since 1940-41 

"It's the first time we have ever' 
attempted interfaculty debating on 
such a grand scale," stated Gerald 
Charness, vice-president of the De> 
bating Union In regard to the meet< 
ing . of the representatives from 
three faculties and from R.V.C. for 
interfaculty debating. 

The representatives, Heddy Brown 
of R.V.C., J. W. McDonald of Arts 
and Science, Peter Adelsteln of En* 
gineerlng, George Annett of Com- 
merce, with the presiding officer, 
Gerald Charness, drew up a sche* 
dule for the interfaculty debates. 

They, decided that the fhrst de- 
bate would be between R.V.C. and 
the Faculty of Engineering to be 
held Nov. 27 at 5 p.m. in room 
33 of the Engineering Building. The. 
topic for discussion is as follows: 
Resolved, that In present day . so- 
iclety It Is better to marry for 
money than for love. R.V.C. will 
uphold the negative. 

The second debate to be between 
Arts and Science and Commerce 
will be held in the Union Ballroom 
on Dec. 4 at 5 p.m. Their topic Is, 
Resolved, that compulsory military 
training be established in Canada 
for youth between the ages of 18 
to 21. 

Each speaker will be limited to 
five - minutes- for new points -and 
three minutes for'rebuttaL 

The executive of the Debating 
Union further stressed the fact that 
this is the first revival of inter- 
faculty debating since- the 1940-41 
season. Each faculty will be giv- 
en a chance to debate at least 
twice in order to allow the maxi- 
mum number of debaters in their 
faculty an opportunity to take part 
in the compvtitlon. 

The. schedule for the rest of the 
debates has not yet been planned, 
but further informatic* will be 
published from time to time in Th« 
Dally. ' - .

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Discussion, Action or Both? 

Wh%n the scientists of all nations discovered 
tlie secret of atomic energy, they did so in order 
to end the second World War whicli liad been 
rocking tiic continents for six years. Tlint tlicir 
aim was accompiislicd is already history today. 
But with the accomplishment of; their aim the 
scientists gave the world a weapon against which, 
as they will be the first to admit, there is no 
defence. Now, with this, unthinkably powerful 
weapon rampant on our planet, the statesmen 
representing the great political powers of the 
world are gathered to decide who will guard or 
share thcsecrrtapf tho atomic bomb. ^L-^ 

Rcalizmgrtlra|:facts, we wonder whether such 
a discussion as is taking place in Washington, 
is realiv fulfilling the right function. From what 
wo gather, the "secret" of the atomic bomb is 
no secret at all among tlie scientists of the world. 
Research work along similar lines as those which 
finally produced the world's most powerful wea- 
pon has been conducted in the laboratories of 
many a country for the last ten years. To ela- 
borate this view, we find that some scientists 
have said that they believe it would not take 
very long for any nation to construct an atomic 
bomb. It took our scientists five years — there 
is nothing to prevent any nation from perfect- 
ing a bomb of any size during the next five 
years and dropping it anywhere a 'plane can fly. 

To us the only remedy seems a strong world- 
govcrnmenl which can wield power enough to 
stop any nation, no matter what its size or popu- 
lation may be, from constructing an atomic 
bomb. 

There are those who may say that atomic 
bombs can only be constructed with the aid of 
Canada's uranium supply; many of us were 
quite happy in that belief until wc found out 
that there are other nations with smaller deposits 
of uranium which, however, would be quite 
enough to blow up any part of the world. 

The situation is then, tliat the allies of the 
past war, and particularly the United States are 
. more advanced in the production of the atomic 
bomb than most other nations. But unless the 
United Nations draft a charter which creates 
machinery strong enough to keep the peace by 
using threats of force, any nation may soon be 
in a position to hurl atomic bombs at an enemy. 

We thus have one choice: civilized order or 
civilized destniotion. So long as the United Na- 
tions' Organization has powerful sanction to 
hold ..over, the heads of tomorrow's won Id-be 
mass-inurdérèrs, the latter choice will need be 
ours. ; 

The question now arises: what can we as 
students do to help avert this doom? There are 
those who would again call an immediate meet- 
ing of the Students' Society and rush through a 
eeries of well-phrased and honest resolutions. To 
them we say that we hardly think that the 
statesmen ' faced with decisions involving the 
lives of hundreds of millions of human beings will 
actually listen carefully to resolutions passed by 
200 or 300 or even 500 students at McGill. We 
know that this is contrary to the theories of de- 
mocracy, but we fear that past experiences are 
clear proof of the truth of our point. 

But we do believe, that all our campus clubs 
and societies whoso members are truly concern- 
ed with this great problem should sponsor an 
open forum where the opinions of experts and 
laymen of all the different professions involved 
in settling this question could be heard. .If the 
resolutions passed by such a body were then to 
be forwarded to the Studenta': Executive Coun- 
cil who officially represent students, of this uni- 
versity to the outside world, then knd then alone 
could we be sure that our student government, 
acting on the recommendations of a well-inform- 
ed group, would act quickly, efficiently and with 
far l)clter results than if the first course is fol- 
lowed. . ■ ; 

The problems posed by thé atomic bomb's 
existence are of the greatest* importance to the 



The little Symphony o( Montreal, Bernard Naylor 
conducting, opened Us fourth season last night with 
a brilliantly' varied program ranging from the Clus- 
slcism of Haydn to the impressionism of Deltus. 

It Is unnecessary to comment upon the skill and 
maturity of this group of musicians, since under Mr. 
Naylor's conduction they have in the past three 
years established and maintained a standard which 
la unusually high for a "little symphony". 

The major work on the program was the Sym- 
phony No. 104 by Haydn. 

Haydn's emotional normality and mental effi- 
ciency, -which qualities he acquired in virtue ot the 
poverty and trials of his youth, determine the qual- 
ity ot his work as a whole. It will be remembered 
that at the end of the IBth century musical mys- 
tlcism had reached its culmination in the works of 
'Falistrina. It was natural then to expect that a new 
era In music would be born. Haydn's wide sympathy 
with worldly men coupled with his oractlcal sense 
equipped him to embnrk upon a new theory ot music. 
His music became more universal than the ethereal 
music of the age ot mysticism which orcceded him, 
and on the other hand his practical mind gained a 
firm understanding of the novel elements of expres- 
sion and wrought them into a otear and comprehen- 
sible 'scheme. This was the new development into 
which music was launched: the naive uttcrines of 
folk were stomped with orderliness of art. 

The Symphony in O as a first cl.iss example of 
this new music is the last one which Haydn wrote 
and has a maturity which is not orcscnt in the more 
popular Clock or Surprise. For this reason it Is more 
difficult to play .than either of the latter mentioned. 
Last night's performance however was eminently 
satisfactory, the orchestra displaying excellent co- 
ordination. 

Other works 'on the program were overture "Fin- 
gals Cave" which Mendelssohn wrote after a visit to 
the Hebrides, Adagletto for strings and Harp from 
the .Sth symphony of Gustav Mahler, "On hearinc 
the first Cuckoo in Spring" by the English composer 
Fredrick Dellus, and a Suite in D, "Czech" by the 
Bohemian composer Antonln Dvorak. This lost men- 
tioned composUion was a charming suite, of five 
dances, opening with a pastoral-like preludlum, fol- 
lowed by a. lively polka, , a minuet, romanze, and 
concluding with an exhilerating finale ' ' 

Outstanding performances on the part ot the 
clarinetist in FIngals Caye and the flautist In the 
Suite in D, were noted.

Among the writers of German literature that have 
kept their position throughout the years, the name 
ot Maria Reiner Rllkc stands high. His Duino Elegies 
are among the deepest works of poetry written; but 
even his prose Is rich with Inspiration nnd comfort 
for the seeker. In this short column a few quota- 
tions from his Letters to a Young Poet will be given 
in the hope that they will inspire a wider audience. 

You are looking outward, and that above all you 
should not do. Nobody can counsel and help you, 
nobody. There is only one single way. Go into 
yourself. Investigate the reason that bids you write; 
find out whether you would have to die if it was 
denied you to write. This above all: ask yourself 
in the stillest hour of your night: must I write? 
Delve Into yourself for a deep answer. And If this 
should be affirmative, If you may meet this earnest 
question with strong and simple "I must", then build 
your life according to this necessity; your life even 
into the most Indifferent and slightest hour must be 
a sign of this urge iind a testimony to it. Then draw 
near to Nature. Then try, as a first human beipg. 
to say what you see and experience and love and 
lose . . . describe your sorrows and desires passing 
thoughts and belief in some sort of bêaùtV>descrlbo 
aU these with quiet, loving, humble sincerity and 
use, to express yourself, the things In your environ- 
ment, the pictures from your dreams, and the sub- 
jects of your memory. If your dally life seems poor; 
do not blame it; blame yourself, tell yourself that 
you are not poet enough to call forUi Its riches; for 
to the creator there is no poverty and no poor indif- 
ferent place. . . . A work of art is good if it has 
sprung from necessity. In this nature of its origin 
lies its Judgment; there Is no other." 

"Do not believe that he who seeks to comfort 
you lives untroubled among the simple and quiet 
words that sometimes do you good. His life has much 
difficulty and sorrow and remains fir behind yours. 
Were it otherwise he would never have been able 
to find these words.'-* 

"Do not seek the anawers that cannot be given 
you because you would not be able to live them. 
And the point Is to live everything. Live the ques- 
tions now. Perhaps you will then gradunlly, wllh-

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JAPANESE QUESTION 
The Editor in Chief, '

Dear Sir,— The action of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council with re- 
gard to the question of Japanese 
Canadian deportation furnishes us 
with a sad and terrible example of 
the inability ot university students 
io realize thelr/responsibtUties in 
tho communIty.'^yniMm{\&V!Council 
passed by 'a vote ot ~10-l - a motion 
delaying action because ot insuffi- 
cient knowledge of the facts, Utey 
acknowledged 

(1) that they felt principles to be 
ot minor importance In democratic 
thought; 

(2) that they had failed to keep 
in touch with a situation which has 
existed now for over three years in 
our Canadian life. 

Allow me to enlarge— 

It has long been evident to think- 
ing citizens that the question of the 
treatment of our Japanese Cana- 
dian minority is a test case for 
Canadian democracy. Unfortunate- 
ly, the complex nature ^of wartime 
social thinking has kept many citi- 
zens from realizing this fact. But 
when, at the cessation of war, the 
limitations which had been placed 
on enemy aliens were removed, 
and the plight of the Japanese Can- 
adians (who were, for the most 
part, not aliens at all, but Cana- 
dian citizens) was changed no whit, 
many, even of the less thoughtful 
began to ask questions. Not only 
the liberal Winnipeg Free Press 
and Toronto Star, but the more 
conservative Ottaw^ Journal and 
Lcthbridge Herald have recently 
published strong editorials con- 
demning the government's policy, 
and pointing out the dangerous im- 
plications of Its stand. It is not a 
question ot Information, or lack of 
it, which should deter us from 
action. The question in hand is one 
of broad principle: whether the 
rights of any minority in a state 
may be limUed without iimediate^ 
ly making perilously p'ossiibie^the 
limitations of^thc rights of any 
other group, or even of the total 
citizenry, within that slate. It was 
the destruction of n like principle 
which the democratic nations were 
unable to conceive of in Germany 
and Italy and Spain, until they 
were plunged into war. Are v^c 
now to be another Germany or 
Italy or Spain or Argentina? 

Now, as to facts. The situation 
has existed for years, and yet wc 
say that we are ignorant of the 
facts. On the staff of our own Uni- 
versity Is an outstanding authority 
on the subject, and yet wo have 
been unable to learn anything 
about the facts. In Jiily, 1S44, tho 
Dominion Department of Labour 
published an exhaustive report of 
its actions ' since February, 1042, in 
which the following facts are tec-

' THE ATOMIC BOMB AND 

WORLD PEACE 

Through the fog of secrecy sur- 
rounding the development of the 
atomic bomb, and the whole field 
of atomic energy a few Indisput- 
able facts have emerged. The lead- 
ing research workers on atomic 
energy have declared that any 
country ot reasonable resources 
can carry on independent research 
on the subject. Thus the "Associa- 
tion of Los Alamos Scientists" (400 
American scientists wlio worked 
on the atomic bomb) issued a state- 
ment, "It is certain that other coun- 
tries' can achieve these ends (atom- 
ic energy, etc.) by independent re- 
search". It is well known, for ex- 
ample, that by the end of the war, 
Germany had made • great strides 
in atomic research. Speaking along 
similar lines recently Sçviet For- 
eign Minbter Molotov declared 
that "In the present time no major 
technical secrets are possible 
which can remain in the possession 
of a sole country or In a narrow 
group of countries." Similarly à 
leading British atomic power re- 
search worker declai'ed as report- 
ed in the Montreal Star of Nov. 0th, 
that it is "quite impossible to keep 
the secret of the otomic bomb or 
of its fuse indefinitely in Uio hands 
of thé Inventors." 

It has ahready become obvious 
that any attempts to keep the 
atomic bomb secret can only lead 
to a deterioration In international 
relations and to international dis- 
trust and an atomic armaments 
race. Despite this certain British- 
and American circles are strongly 
urging this disastrous policy. Thus 
in two récent speeches in Parlia- * 
ment, Winston Churchill said that 
the atomic bomb could be used to 
deal with "passionate differences in 
ideologies," and urged that the 
atomic bomb "secrets" should not 
be shared with Russia. These are 
not sentiments designed to main- 
tain a lasting peace. Strongly op- 
posed to such a strong arm pollcicj. 
17.000 British scientists have sign- 
ed n polltlon presented to Prlinu 
Mlnlstdr Attlee demanding that the 
secrecy surrounding the atomic 
bomb be ended. "Scientists," said 
Contlausd on Page four 



orded. After Pearl Harbour, all 
people pt Japanese racial origin, 
regardless of citizenship or loyalty, 
were evacuated from the coast ot 
British Columbia. Theh: properties, 
both real and personal, were vest- 
ed in the handb of a Custodian lor 
'safe-keeping'. In February, 194*2, 
the Custodian^ began .to sell these 
properties, first fisHlng boats, then 
farms, and finally ALL real pro- 
perties and chattels. In 1043 legal 
action was ^kcn against this move, 
but judgment has NOT YET been 
given. East ot the Roddes Japanese 
Canadians cannot , purchase or 
lease real property without a 
special permit from the Depart- 
ment ot Justice. With regard to 
security, senior officers have re- 
ported that NO Japanese .in, Can- 
ada has been suspected ot or been 
linked to an act ot sabotage or 
espionage since thé war begon. 
Any person of Japanese descent 
must obtain a permit to travel Irom 
one Province to another, to change 
residence, or to travel over 50 
miles in British Columbia. (All 
these llmltaUons sUU hold). 

Finally, in February, 1945, all 
Japanese Canadians over the age 
of 16 were required to sign a state- 
ment signifying their intention, 
either tp stay In Canada after the 
war, or to go to Japan. It was made 
clear that Intention to stay in Can- 
ada -^miut^e followed by Imme- 
dlat eJ I & ^përturë s from l B.C. About 



half ot the 23,000 Japanese Cana- 
dians, the youngest and 'most pro- 
gressive, had already departed, or 
were in course of departure. Tho 
other half, ij^ostly older or less ag< 
gressive, discouraged by the sweep 
ing away of their life-work through 
no fault of their own felt com- 
pelled to accept the government's 
offer to go to Japan. Now with the 
cessation of war, true conditions in 
Japan have become clearer, and a 
large percentage of the latter group 
wish to revoke their decision, 
which, as citizens they have every 
right to do. Now, with the passing 
ot Section 3, ciause'.O of ' BUI 15— 
"The National Emergency Powers 
Act" — at present before Parlia- 
ment, these people would bo de- 
prived ot that right. Immediate 
action is imperntivo to shpw our 
representatives in Ottawa that this 
U NOT the will of the Canadian 
people. 

Here, Mr. Editor, are some of tho 
facts. But they, with all their 
tragedy, are as nothing compared 
with the principle upon which our 
Council has refused to act I feel 
that this is a test of the ability of 
students to see, objectively and 
critically, the issues at stake. 
Whether they arc to pass the test 
or not will depend on theii acUon 
during the coming few days.

a leader of the group, "refuse to be 
pawns in the game of power poli- 
tics." Elsewhere in his previously 
mentioned speech, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov agreed with these 
views, saying "There should be no 
secrecy about the atomic bomb. 
Atomic energy must not be used for 
gains of power in foreign policy.' 

It becomes clear that in order to 
ensure that atomic energy is used 



only for peaceful purposes, atomic 
research must be placed under 
some form of International con' 
troL A second group of American 
atomic bomb research workers, 
"The Association of Oak Rldge 
Sdentlste", lias called for "Every 
effort Immediately to arrange for 
the control of this weapon by a 
world authority which can exercise 
complete control ot production and 
essential materials, and ot their 
use in every country." 

The Canadian Association of 
Scientific Workers, .which includes 
many ot the Canadian research 
workers, has passed similar resolU' 
tlons. 

Any attempte to keep the atomic 
bomb as a dosed American . or 
Anglo-Ahierlcan .secret' can only 
lead to an international atomic ar< 
maments race, with calamltons rc' 
suits. 

In order to prevent this possibi' 
lity and to ensure that atomic 
energy is used for peaceful pur- 
poses and the benefit of all man' 
kind it must be placed under the 
control of the United Nations Sec 
urity Organization. 

This is the only policy which 
can have the support of the stud- 
ente of McGllI University and of 
^he people of Canada.
